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The  year  1923  was  favorable  for  gladioli  culture, 
and  my  stock  of  bulbs  this  season  is  extra  fine,  but 
as  my  stock  of  most  varieties  is  limited,  will  offer 
for  sale  only  at  retail  prices,  excepting  those  varie- 
ties I want  to  sell  out  entirely. 

The  Primulinus  came  out  again  with  flying  col- 
ors, keeping  green  and  in  growing  condition  up  to 
frost,  October  18th.  I am  sure  that  they  are  the 
best  varieties  to  grow  where  hot,  dry  summers 
prevail,  and  they  produced  this  season  a lot  of  fine, 
large  plumb  bulblets,  in  striking  contrast  with 
Gandavensir  which  produced  only  a few  small  ones. 
My  collection  of  Primulinus  is  this  season  not 
large,  but  next  year  I hope  to  have  in  my  gardens 
the  best  introductions  of  this  country  and  Europe.

BERTREX.  Large,  white  with  lilac  markings,  strong,  healthy, 
vigorous,  and  when  better  known  will  be  a leader  in  the 
cut  flower  trade.  Defects  none,  so  far.  20c  each,

ARIZONA.  A large  flower  of  flnest  rose  pink  color,  plant 
vigorous  and  healthy  under  all  kinds  of  weather.  Defects 
none  so  far,  needs  further  trial.

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The  past  season  was  very  favorable  for  dahlia 
culture,  moderate  warm  in  summer,  cool  nights  in 
August  and  September,  with  enough  rain  to  keep 
the  soil  moist  produced  a wonderful  crop  of  flow- 
ers, and  as  the  demand  for  dahlia  flowers  beat  all 
records  of  the  past,  I am  well  satisfied  with  the 
results.  My  collection  is  close  to  100  varieties,  but 
I offer  for  sale  only  the  best  for  the  cut  flower 
trade.  I grow  some  of  the  much  advertised  big 
opes,  but  do  not  recommend  them  at  present,  till 
they  give  better  results  in  production  of  flowers; 
the  truth  is  that  a good  many  of  the  large  flow- 
ering varieties  produce  only  from  one  to  three 
flowers,  and  in  my  business  I have  no  use  for  them.
